Should Sow 
Winter Crop 
in Garden 


If winter cover crops have not 


yet been sown on the garden site 
this should be done at once. A mix- 
ture of rye and vetch makes a 
good blanket of green to hold and 
enrich the garden soil 


Make full use of the vegetables 


from your fall garden. 
Prepare 
storage space at once and carry 
fresh vegetables as far into the 
winter as possible. Growing veget- 
ables may be transplanted into a 
cold frame or hotbed where they 
continue to grow for fresh use. 


Young volunteer trees in the yard 


or shrub border should be remov- 
ed. Some can be transplanted to 
more desirable advantage. Water 
transplanted trees as thoroughly as 
if it were summertime. 


Hardy bulbs may still be planted. 
Fall planted sweet peas are usu- 


ally superior to those planted in 
the spring. They should, however 
be planted 6 to 7 inches deep in 
well-spaded soil and covered with 
a mulch. 
From the farm woodland get the 


sawlogs needed to provide lumber 
for maintenance of farm buildings.

Should Sow 
Winter Crop 
in Garden 


If winter cover crops have not 


yet been sown on the garden site 
this should be done at once. A mix- 
ture of rye and vetch makes a 
good blanket of green to hold and 
enrich the garden soil 


Make full use of the vegetables 


from your fall garden. 
Prepare 
storage space at once and carry 
fresh vegetables as far into the 
winter as possible. Growing veget- 
ables may be transplanted into a 
cold frame or hotbed where they 
continue to grow for fresh use. 


Young volunteer trees in the yard 


or shrub border should be remov- 
ed. Some can be transplanted to 
more desirable advantage. Water 
transplanted trees as thoroughly as 
if it were summertime. 


Hardy bulbs may still be planted. 
Fall planted sweet peas are usu- 


ally superior to those planted in 
the spring. They should, however 
be planted 6 to 7 inches deep in 
well-spaded soil and covered with 
a mulch. 
From the farm woodland get the 


sawlogs needed to provide lumber 
for maintenance of farm buildings.

Should Sow 
Winter Crop 
in Garden 


If winter cover crops have not 


yet been sown on the garden site 
this should be done at once. A mix- 
ture of rye and vetch makes a 
good blanket of green to hold and 
enrich the garden soil 


Make full use of the vegetables 


from your fall garden. 
Prepare 
storage space at once and carry 
fresh vegetables as far into the 
winter as possible. Growing veget- 
ables may be transplanted into a 
cold frame or hotbed where they 
continue to grow for fresh use. 


Young volunteer trees in the yard 


or shrub border should be remov- 
ed. Some can be transplanted to 
more desirable advantage. Water 
transplanted trees as thoroughly as 
if it were summertime. 


Hardy bulbs may still be planted. 
Fall planted sweet peas are usu- 


ally superior to those planted in 
the spring. They should, however 
be planted 6 to 7 inches deep in 
well-spaded soil and covered with 
a mulch. 
From the farm woodland get the 


sawlogs needed to provide lumber 
for maintenance of farm buildings.

Should Sow 
Winter Crop 
in Garden 


If winter cover crops have not 


yet been sown on the garden site 
this should be done at once. A mix- 
ture of rye and vetch makes a 
good blanket of green to hold and 
enrich the garden soil 


Make full use of the vegetables 


from your fall garden. 
Prepare 
storage space at once and carry 
fresh vegetables as far into the 
winter as possible. Growing veget- 
ables may be transplanted into a 
cold frame or hotbed where they 
continue to grow for fresh use. 


Young volunteer trees in the yard 


or shrub border should be remov- 
ed. Some can be transplanted to 
more desirable advantage. Water 
transplanted trees as thoroughly as 
if it were summertime. 


Hardy bulbs may still be planted. 
Fall planted sweet peas are usu- 


ally superior to those planted in 
the spring. They should, however 
be planted 6 to 7 inches deep in 
well-spaded soil and covered with 
a mulch. 
From the farm woodland get the 


sawlogs needed to provide lumber 
for maintenance of farm buildings.

Should Sow 
Winter Crop 
in Garden 


If winter cover crops have not 


yet been sown on the garden site 
this should be done at once. A mix- 
ture of rye and vetch makes a 
good blanket of green to hold and 
enrich the garden soil 


Make full use of the vegetables 


from your fall garden. 
Prepare 
storage space at once and carry 
fresh vegetables as far into the 
winter as possible. Growing veget- 
ables may be transplanted into a 
cold frame or hotbed where they 
continue to grow for fresh use. 


Young volunteer trees in the yard 


or shrub border should be remov- 
ed. Some can be transplanted to 
more desirable advantage. Water 
transplanted trees as thoroughly as 
if it were summertime. 


Hardy bulbs may still be planted. 
Fall planted sweet peas are usu- 


ally superior to those planted in 
the spring. They should, however 
be planted 6 to 7 inches deep in 
well-spaded soil and covered with 
a mulch. 
From the farm woodland get the 


sawlogs needed to provide lumber 
for maintenance of farm buildings.

Should Sow 
Winter Crop 
in Garden 


If winter cover crops have not 


yet been sown on the garden site 
this should be done at once. A mix- 
ture of rye and vetch makes a 
good blanket of green to hold and 
enrich the garden soil 


Make full use of the vegetables 


from your fall garden. 
Prepare 
storage space at once and carry 
fresh vegetables as far into the 
winter as possible. Growing veget- 
ables may be transplanted into a 
cold frame or hotbed where they 
continue to grow for fresh use. 


Young volunteer trees in the yard 


or shrub border should be remov- 
ed. Some can be transplanted to 
more desirable advantage. Water 
transplanted trees as thoroughly as 
if it were summertime. 


Hardy bulbs may still be planted. 
Fall planted sweet peas are usu- 


ally superior to those planted in 
the spring. They should, however 
be planted 6 to 7 inches deep in 
well-spaded soil and covered with 
a mulch. 
From the farm woodland get the 


sawlogs needed to provide lumber 
for maintenance of farm buildings.

Congressmen 
Discuss Food 
Problems

rationing — with a 


control law ready fo 'use if such 
a system fails — was proposed by 
a congressional body today a one 
means 'of combatting the high cost 
of living. 
The Senate-House group, headed 
by .Senator Flander (R-Vt), also 
called for a reduction in taxes on 
ow-income individuals and volun- 
;ary restraints in taxes on losv-in- 
come individuals and voluntary re- 
straints on profits and wage in- 
creases, as well as a return to in- 
stallment buying curbs. 
In a report to the joint economic 


committee headed by Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio), the Flanders subgroup 
also said that further investigation 
is needed of the 40-hour work week 
adding: 


"We often refer to the miracles 


of production in the war, but they 
were not accomplished on a 40- 
hour week. We may be facing the 
necessity of a temporary increase 
in the work week if we are to fur- 
nish the products required for Eu- 
opean relief and 
reconstruction, 


without lowering our domestic con- 
sumption." 
' 
Besides Flanders, Senators Bald- 


win (R-Conn) and Myers (D - Pa) 
and Reps. Rich (K-Pa, Kilburn 
(R-NY) and Hart (D-NJ) 
signed 
the report. 
Flanders told reporters in, releas- 


ing tne imciings it is his personal 
opinion that there will have to be 
a lesumpnon ol meat rationing. He 
contended this would force meat 
prices down. 
,The 'subcommittee recommenda- 


tions, made after, an investigation 
of the cost of living in the eastern 
pait of the United States, are ex-

The three may form the basis of 
a committee study Taft predicted 
will be ordered by the group after 
President Truman lays anti-infla- 
tion recommendations-before .the 
special session, of Congress start- 
ing Monday. 


The Flanders^ group may 
have 
anticipated some of Mr, Truman's 
recommendations with a proposal 
that the full committee look 
into 


voluntary and statutory 
rationing 


and allocation of scarce foodstuffs. 
Criticizing the present food saving 
program directed by Charleu Luck- 
man as "illogical and inadequate," 
the Flanders report said higher- 
income 
individuals 
or 
families 


should be urged to cut down their 
over-all consumption of meat, but- 
ter, 
eggs and poultry. 


"The 
low 
income 
consumer 
needs no voluntary rationing," the 
report said. "He is already being 
involuntarily rationed (by prices.) 
The higher income consumer can 
follow the rules given by the Luck- 
man committee literally and faith- 
fully without making any reduction 
in his total intake of meat 
and 
eggs." 


The subcommittee said voluntary 


rationing should be tried first but 
added "since it may not 
work 


sufficiently quickly or effectively, 
the Congress might well give con- 
sideration lo setting up th« me- 
chanism for limited rationing of 
important foodstuffs only." 


While the Flanders' subcommit- 


tee report was largely 
concilia- 


lory in lone, some other Repub 
cans furnished fresh evidence of an 
impending clash with the admini- 
stration over cost of living mea- 
sures and tax reduction. 


Rep. 
Bender (R-Ohio) sharpened 
this issue by calling for n $5,000,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000,00 tax slash 
which he said can be made if the 
forthcoming economic aid program 
"met humanitarian requirements 
but rejects extravagance, militar- 
ism and adventurism."
